Details at tho H'reck uf the Ullppor Ship 


Rosunfleld. 
' 


New York, Oct. 23.— Captain W. H. 


Dunphy, of the American ship Willie 
Rosenfeld, which sprung: aleak oft" Ca,pe 
Horn and sank, while trying to make the 
Brazilian coast, was 2. passenger on tlie 
steamship Newton, from Santos, which 
arrived yesterday afternoon. 
Captain 


Dunphy said he was near Caps Horn 
when he experienced a severe northeast 
gaJe, during which 
the sbip sprung 


aleak. After weathering the gale, tlie 
Jeak was found to be of auch a serious 
nature as to render It hazardous to pro- 
ceed, aJid Cap:ain Dunphy shaped his 
course for the Falkland Islands. It was 
Impossible to make headway, so Captain 
Dunphy headed for Rio Janeiro. When 
he was within 500 miles o£ that port, a 
strong gale sprung up, and the heavy 
sea made the RosenCeld labor heavily, 
and the leak became worse. Finally .1 
new leak was discovered In another part 
o£ the ship, and it was decided to run for 
shore, but the leak gained too rapidly. 
and the boats were made ready and she 
was abandoned. Two hours afterward 
she sank. 


The three boats In which the crew em- 


barked were separated during the first 
night out. Captain Dunphy. with the 
lifeboat and 12 men, headed for the near- 
est coast, distant about 100 miles, anil 
landed eight days later at 
Invituba, 


Brazil. 
The first mate's 
boat, 
with 


seven men, also made land a few days 
later, but the second mate's boat, also 
with seven men, had not been heard 
from at the time Captain Dunphy sailed 
by the Newton from Santos.

The iievva- 
p;iper mentioned declares that the Chin- 
ese government learned, in November 
last, that there existed a conspiracy to 
seize the viceroy oC Canton, as the rirst 
step tMvard the overthrow of-the" pres- 
ent dynasty. The- plot. The Glolie'adds, 
v/as disclosed by the premature importa- 
tion of 400 coolies to Cmntdn froln lions 
Kong, to assist In the seizure ot the 
viceroy, which aroused suspicion. Some 
of the leaders were then arrested and 
confessed, and one of them, a doctor 
named Sun-Yat-Sen, escaped to America, 
and thence made hla way to London. 
This doctor, It now appears, has been 
missing since Sunday, a \veek a^o, and 
some ot hi'a English friends claim they 
have learned that he Is Imprisoned at 
the Chinese legation, h-ving been seized 
by a couple of Chinamen as " he was 
passing the legation. These men, !t la 
further stated, pushed the Chinese doctor 
inside the legation, and lie Is now, ac- 
cording to the story, held a prisoner 
there. 


The foreign office and 
the Scotland 


Yard authorities have bae'n notified, and 
detectives are now watching the Chin- 
ese legation, lr. order Jo. prevent the re- 
moval of the doctor. 'Kle friends of the 
latter1 have applied for a writ of habeas 
corpus, but It Is doubted vtetherfhii writ 
is applicable at the legation. Thi; Chin- 
ese officials deny that the doctor Is de- 
tained at the legation, but the friends ;;f 
the alleged conspirator claim to i^oss<;sa 
conclusive proof that he Is held a pris- 
oner there. 


The sensational story of The Globe 


regarding the imprisonment of a China- 
man in the Chinese legation is confirmed, 
though there are various reports of the 
matter In which the arrest was made. 


Sir Halliday Macartney, the counsellor 


of the Chinese legation, ha3 come out in 
an Interview, pro testing strongly against 
the statement -that the man was cap- 
tured In the street. "He was not even 
Imiuced to visit the legation," said Sir 
Halliday, "but came there of his own 
accord, more than once, believing that 
he would not be recognized, with n. view 
to spying on the officials there. ' He was 
re-cognized and arrested." 


Sir Halliday Macartney claims that 


the man was a Chinese subject, but de- 
clines to give further Information in 
the matter. The man's friends In Lon- 
don, however, claim that he is a British 
subject. He has means of communicat- 
ing with his friends, and he has conveyed 
to them the Intelligence that he fears 
that he will be poisoned or starved to 
death, having had practically nothing 
10 eat since his arrest. 


Sun-Yat-Sen, the name of the prisoner, 


practiced as a pnysiclan in the "United 
States before coming here. He arrived 
in England on the steamship Germanic 
on Oct. 1, and took chajnbers^at 8 Gray's 
Inn place. The officials of-the Chinese 
legation, have flatly denied the story 
that an English Judge was applied to by 
the friends o£ Sun-Yat-Sen for a habeas 
corpus, and have declared the inability 
ot the Judge to Interfere. 


The Standard says In an editorial on 


the episode: If the man was kidnapped, 
Great Britain has a right to demand his 
release. It Is quite clear that he can- 
not be executed, or submitted to an in- 
quisitorial examination while within our 
shores. "We trust that China will realize 
the Importance of the issue, and will re- 
tire with good grace from an untenable 
position. 


The Dally News says editorially on the 


same subject: The rights of extra- 
territoriality merely protects 'the law- 
ful Inmates of legations. Sun-Yat-Sen 
must be released forthwith.

SEVEN MEN MIS3INB. 


Details at tlio \Vrenk ul the Clipper Sblp 


Willie Kodcutiuld. 


New York, Oct. 23:—Captain W. H. 


Dunphy, of the American ship Willis 
Rosenfeld, which sprung aleak oft Cape 
Horn and'sa'nk, while trying to make the 
Brazilian coast, was a passenger on the 
steamship Newton, from Sanlof, which 
arrived- yesterday afternoon.- 
Captain 


Dunphy said he was near Cape Horn 
when he experienced a severe northeast 
gale, during which 
the ship sprung 


aleak. After weathering the gale, the 
Lea-k -was found to be of such a serious 
nature as to render it hazardous to pro- 
ceed, and Captain Dunphy shaped his 
course for the Falkland Islands. It was 
Impossible to make headway, so Captain 
Dunphy headed for Rio Janeiro. When 
he was within 500 mllea of that port, a 
strong gale sprung up. and the heavy 
sea made the Rosenfeld labor heavily, 
and the leak became worse. Finally a 
new leak was discovered In another part 
of the ship, aad It was decided to run for 
shore, but the leak fi-alned too rapidly, 
and the boats were made ready anfi she 
was abandoned. Two hours afterward 
she sauk. 


The three boats in which the crew em- 


barked were separated during the first 
night out. Captain Dunphy, with the 
lifeboat and lii men. headed for the near- 
est coast, distant about 100 miles, anrl 
landed eight days later at 
Invituba, 


Brazil. 
The flrst mate's boat, with 


seven men, also made land a few days 
later, but the second mate's boat, algo 
with seven men, had not been heard 
from at the time Captain Dunphy sailed 
by the Newton from Santos. 


The Rosonfeld was a large wooden 


ship at 2333 net tons burdea. -She was 
built In 1385 at Bath, Me., and was owned 
principally by Arthur Sewall, the can- 
didate for vice president 
Captain 


Dunphy also owned a share in the ship, 
and so did his brother. Neither were In- 
sured.
